mosquitoes don’t allow any water to 


stand anywhere about the yard, In 
pools, cans, barrels, old buckets or 
the eaves of the roof. 


If you have a cistern or 
barrel 


keep it tightly screened 
Don’t allow 


pools of w ater to stand in the yard 


or gutter or street after a rani If you 


can’t drain tho water off, pour a lit 


fie kerosene on it. Thai w ill kill ov 


erv mosquito egg in it and prevent 


others forming, if the water stays 


on the ground, renew Lie kerosene 
every ten days.

Coming In the spring of the 
year, free for a ll to gather, this net- 
ural tonic and blood purifier should bo 
very generally used. 
It Is good for 
the Invalid as well as the healthy per­ 
son 
Gather the young plants. Take great 
care to clean them thoroughly Scrape 
the roots white and dean and rinse in 
several cool waters 
The best way to 
remove every hit of grit is to hold 
the greens under fast running water 
after rinsing 
Some people prefer to 
remove the roots. 
To one half peek (lt y pounds) of 
greens allow two quarts of boiling wa­ 
ter and a tw oineh cube of salt pork 
Put the pork In the kettle first, 
iloll 
slowly and steadily for one hour, or 
until tender; add one-half teaspoon- 
ful of salt when half done 
They are 
not good unless perfectly well cooked. 
Drain 
Cut up coarsely with a knife 
Put in a saucepan to re heat, adding 
n tablespoonfnl of butter, pepper and 
more salt if needed. 
Servo piled in 
a hot dish, with thin slices of the pork 
laid around, also a few lemon wedges 
Pass oil and vinegar for those who 
wish to us«« them, 
if distasteful, a 
good squeeze of lemon Juice and a 
dush of paprika will he found a de- 
lightful substitute. 
One more w ord: If you cannot clean 
and cook the dandelions us soon as 
gathered, rinse them, <u»ver with n 
wet cloth and put In a cool place to 
keep fresh until wanted. 


Method of M aking the Best Out of the 
Cheapest C; .a of Beef Originated 
In France Years Ago— Two 
Good Recipe«. 


Poof a la mode seems to he one of 
the first of beef dishes in 
France, 
where, without question, this matter 
of cooking the less expensive cuts of 
meat originated 
a century or so hack. 
The English early adopted this meth­ 
od, hut called it French beef a la mode 
and lost stght of the prime essential 
of the mode, wMch seems to mean 
quite a different thing among English 
sp«>nklug peoples from what it does to 
the French. 
In Am erica our loading cooks de­ 
scribe this us similar to the pot roast 
or Hmrttherad beef, the difference being 
that It is cooked in more water. 
The 
chief characteristic, as they conceive 
of It, is the larding of th«> Leaf. 
The French, it Is true, do lard the 
cut of beef they use, but they also 
add vinegar usually to make It more 
tender, sometimes marinating It for 


t h r e e or four hours in vinegar and 
other seasonings, and then using tin* 
marinade in cooking it 
with vege­ 
tables.

They help In making the weather fore­ 
casts, as "Old Probs” fifes kites from 
some of the observ ing stations 
to 
bring information from as hig h as a 
mile up In the air. 
Then there nre military kites, used 
to carry a camera for p hotog rap hing 
n fort from abov e, the shutter being 
worked by electric wire or clockwork; 
nnd a larg e kite or sev eral kites coup ­ 
led tog ether are used to lift a man up 
to. say, fifty or one hundred feet, to 
let him examine from abov e the en­ 
emy's army or camp . Of course the 
kites used In this way are not just the 
ordinary p ap er nnd string kite, such 
as we make nt home.
